Traffic stop leads to the arrest 
of illegal immigrant in Clinton 


On December 13 at 
approximately 3:15 p .m. 
Clinton Police Chief Snapper 
Seaton conducted a traffic stop 
for minor traffic infractions on 
East Clay Street. The driver of 
the vehicle, Mr. Alvavo Rios, 
could not provide an operator’s 
license. 

After being questioned, 
Seaton determined that Mr. 
Rios’ actions were “out of 
the ordinary” and needed to 
be looked into with greater 
extent. Seaton advised Mr. 
Rios to exit the vehicle due 
to the smell of an alcoholic 
beverage, which was coming 
from the truck. When Officer 
Thomas Dickson arrived on 
the scene, he conducted the 
standardized field sobriety tests 
to determine if Mr. Rios was 
operating the motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol. 


Chief Seaton contacted the 
U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement (I.C.E.) to see 
if they could verify the status 
of Mr. Rios. I.C.E. could not 
verify from the information 
that was given by Mr. Rios. Mr. 
Rios was placed into custody 
for operating a motor vehicle 
without a license, failure to use 
turn signal and no seatbelt, then 
transported to the Hickman 
County Detention Center for 
further investigation. 

On December 14, Chief 
Seaton and Officer James 
Clark went to a residence on 
Barclay Street, where Mr. Rios 
claimed that he and his wife, 
Kimberly Rios, resided. After 
making contact with Mrs. Rios, 
she gave consent to search 
the residence. Officer Clark 
conducted a safety sweep of the 
residence in search of anyone 


hiding in the house. He didn’t 
find anyone, but while walking 
though, he saw a social security 
card laying on the dresser with 
Alvavo Rios’ name on it. After 
questioning Mrs. Rios about the 
social security card found, she 
admitted to it being illegally 
obtained in Memphis, Tenn. 
along with an International 
Operators License. Both were 
seized and turned over to the 
proper authorities. Mr. Rios 
claimed that she married Mr. 
Rios approximately four years 
ago and that Mr. Rios was, 
in fact, in the United States 
illegally. 

Mr. Rios has been placed on 
a federal 48-hour retainer at 
the Hickman County Detention 
Center waiting on the U.S. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcements’ arrival to start 
the deportation process.

This year it just 
happens to be an illness that has 
me parked at home at the busiest 
time of year. 

I did all the things I know 
to do; tell myself this, too, shall 
pass, pray, name all the many 
reasons I have to be encouraged 
because of what God has done 
for me, I listened to a list most 
encouraging sermons. I even 
pulled out the stops by having a 
go-get-em pep rally for myself. 
Finally, I realized I would have 
to do this the old-fashioned way. 
Ignore my feelings and simply 
climb out of the hollow based 


on God’s Word. Period. With 
a sheepish grin, I reminisced 
about another Christmas season. 

A few years ago, I was 
trapped on Christmas Eve at the 
airport in Dallas. There was a 
freak snowstorm! All flights 
cancelled, including mine. I 
started looking around. These 
are the folks with whom I will 
spend this special night. There 
was a quiet hum of conversation 
at a restaurant close to the gate 
where I would hopefully be able 
to get a flight out Christmas 
morning. I sat down at a table to 
order something to eat. Setting 
my carry-on beside me in my 
comfy “booth” seat, I opened it 
to search for the book I packed 
at the last minute. Perfect, I 
though with a sigh. Thank 
goodness I packed it since I just 
finished my other one! 

With a great deal of surprise, 
I realized I wasn’t upset. There 
was absolutely nothing I could 
do about my situation. I had 
done everything possible. I 
was stuck in this blessed airport 
on Christmas Eve. I decided 
it could be worse. I was safe, 
warm, and I had a good book 
by one of my favorite authors. 
Calling my son who was to 
meet me at the airport, I told 
him the latest news. He felt the 
same way I did and with an “I 
love you” I agreed to call him 
in the morning. I began to look 
around in earnest. 

We were exactly what you 
would expect; a smattering 
of young families, a few 
grandparent types like myself, 
and several single travelers. My 
thoughts were to watch for the 
reason/opportunity God had 
in mind for this serendipitous 
adventure I had embarked upon. 
It was truly the most peaceful 
time I had experienced since I 
don’t know when. Somehow 
the stable where Jesus was bom 
didn’t seem that far away. 

For the next few hours, I had 
unintermpted time with God. 
Such was the mood, I didn’t 
even think of pulling out my 


book. Thinking back, even now 
I’m not sure how much work 
God did on my beleaguered 
spirit, but I was not alone that 
Christmas Eve. I am convinced 
that he prepared me for the 
unexpected circumstances I 
would be coming home to face, 
though I had no idea of it at the 
time. Around me, people settled 
in. Quiet. Hushed. Every once 
in a while soft laughter would 
drift its way over. 

I kept thinking of a bit of 
scripture: He will stand and 
shepherd his flock in the strength 
of the Lord, in the majesty of the 
name of the Lord his God.

How thankful I am to have this 
memory of a special Christmas 
Eve! The scripture speaks of 
the restoration and deliverance 
of God’s people; a time far into 
the future of what began in a 
Bethlehem stable. 

The hustling about began 
before midnight. I was brought 
out of my reverie to hear that I 
was able to board the last flight 
out of Dallas to Nashville. The 
airport was open. I made a 
quick call to my son. I would 
arrive in Nashville slightly after 
1 a.m. Christmas morning. I 
had not been home for seven 
months. 

Tired and finally there, I 
sank into the car seat with pure 
joy at being with my boy. He 
reached for my hand, “Mom,” 
he looked into my eyes, “first, 
you’re going to be alright, but 
you aren’t going to be able to 
go home. You are staying with 
me. Something has happened.” 
Even as my heart began to 
beat a little faster, the Peace 
I encountered in the Dallas 
airport stayed close. He still is 
even today. Jesus. 

If you are in a Christmas 
hollow and the day is coming 
at you like a speeding train. 
Please, don’t fret. Concentrate 
on what is important. If you 


do, all the right things will fall 
into place. And remember, the 
strongest plants in the garden, 
the most majestic trees, the 
highest mountain peaks begin 
in a hollow space; a valley, 
a burrow, an indention into a 
surface.

MERRY CHRISTMAS AND HAPPY NEW YEAR! 


Wow. It sure doesn’t seem like another 
year has passed, but we are in the middle of 
Christmas and looking at a brand new year. 
Each year seems to pass just a little quicker than 
the one before it. 2013 has been a challenging 
year in many ways; however, some good things 
have happened in Hickman County. As I think 
of some of those listed below, I am reminded to 
look at all of the great blessings God continues 
to provide for us in many ways. 

During this past year we have been fortunate 
to receive and look forward to enjoying some of 
the items listed below. 

1. $380,000 in paving for county roads- We 
received this grant money from the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation this fall. Our 
paving company was not able to get the paving 
done before the cold winter weather arrived. For 
this reason, we should be close to first on their 
list to get this paving done as soon as spring 
weather allows. 

2. $166,500 for new bridge work - We just 
recently received another grant from KyDOT in 
this amount to allow us to replace the deck of 
a bridge on Cosby Road and to totally replace 
a bridge on a road located on the Hickman- 
Graves County line. This funding will pay for 
80% of that cost, with the county paying the 
remaining 20%. 

3. The construction and completion of a new 
and modern bridge on KY 1037 - We have 
lobbied and worked for years to get the old 
railroad bridge on Ky. 1037 (Crapshoot Road) 
replaced. We are so thankful this project has 
now been completed, and we thank all those 
who had any part in assisting and convincing 
the state to accelerate and complete this project 
this year. 

4. KY 307 bridges - Again, we have finally 
reached the point that construction can be 
completed on these bridges to vastly improve 
traffic flow on KY 307 south of Fulgham. That 
old relic darter environmental problem delayed 
this work for so long. Again, we thank all 
those in the legislature and transportation who 
assisted us in getting this construction project 
begun this year. 

5. 44% increase in tourism expenditures in 
Hickman County - A number of partners - the 
Ky Great River Region Organization, Inc., your 
Fiscal Court, the Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority, and the management 
and staff at Columbus-Belmont State Park have 
all worked together in an effort to increase 
dollars that visitors come and spend in Hickman 
County. We appreciate the efforts of all those 


working to increase local tourism and economic 
development opportunities. We look forward 
to seeing this trend continue in years ahead as 
we collectively continue to improve economic 
development opportunities in the county. 

6. Avoiding a tax for Ambulance Service - No 
doubt we must find the best way to continue to 
fund the Hickman County Ambulance Service, 
and I am thankful for the assistance of the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court, Representative 
Steven Rudy and State Senator Stan Humphries 
in working together in trying to get state law 
changed to allow what are currently dues and 
subscriptions to be placed on tax bills for 
better receipt and funding of our service. I am 
thankful that we had some funding reserved for 
paying of debt in our future which could be 
used to underwrite the ambulance service for up 
to an additional year while we seek to get state 
law changed in such a way that would allow a 
broader and fairer way to continue the operation 
of our ambulance service. 

7. Homeland Security Grant - The last grant 
we received during 2013 is another grant 
to allow us to continue improving our local 
communications among our emergency services 
personnel. This grant, added to the same grant 
we were able to receive in 2012, allows our 
emergency responders to better prepare to 
respond to the emergencies we have in Hickman 
County. Thanks to all of them for the time 
they give and the risk they take to provide the 
protection that we all desire and need to have. 

8. Blair Street Park development - Many 
groups and individuals came together to 
work on a project important to county park 
development. The Blair Street Park, one of 
three county owned parks, is still in the process 
of improvements which will make this park 
more useable to all of our community. Thanks 
to all that have been part of this important park 
project. 

Again, 2013 has brought many blessings that 
we so appreciate. Your Fiscal Court, county 
elected officials and employees and I all intend 
to do everything possible to make 2014 an 
even better year in county government. We 
appreciate the cooperation of so many groups 
and individuals in Hickman County that prove 
when we work together we can accomplish 
much!

The Legend of St. Nicholas 


The legend of Santa Claus 
can be traced back hundreds 
of years to a monk named St. 
Nicholas. It is believed that 
Nicholas was born sometime 
around 280 A.D. in Patara, near 
Myra in modern-day Turkey. 
Much admired for his piety and 
kindness, St. Nicholas became 
the subject of many legends. It 
is said that he gave away all of 
his inherited wealth and traveled 
the countryside helping the poor 
and sick. One of the best known 
of the St. Nicholas stories is 
that he saved three poor sisters 
from being sold into slavery or 
prostitution by their father by 
providing them with a dowry 
so that they could be married. 
Over the course of many 
years, Nicholas’s popularity 
spread and he became known 
as the protector of children 
and sailors. His feast day is 
celebrated on the anniversary 
of his death, December 6. This 
was traditionally considered 
a lucky day to make large 
purchases or to get married. By 
the Renaissance, St. Nicholas 
was the most popular saint 
in Europe. Even after the 
Protestant Reformation, when 
the veneration of saints began 
to be discouraged, St. Nicholas 
maintained a positive reputation, 
especially in Holland. 

Sinter Klaas Comes to New 
York 

St. Nicholas made his first 
inroads into American popular 
culture towards the end of the 
18th century. In December 1773, 
and again in 1774, a New York 
newspaper reported that groups 
of Dutch families had gathered 
to honor the anniversary of his 
death. 

The name Santa Claus evolved 
from Nick’s Dutch nickname, 
Sinter Klaas, a shortened form 
of Sint Nikolaas (Dutch for Saint 
Nicholas). In 1804, JohnPintard, 
a member of the New York 
Historical Society, distributed 
woodcuts of St. Nicholas at the 
society’s annual meeting. The 
background of the engraving 
contains now-familiar Santa 
images including stockings filled 
with toys and fruit hung over a 
fireplace. In 1809, Washington 


Irving helped to popularize the 
Sinter Klaas stories when he 
referred to St. Nicholas as the 
patron saint of New York in 
his book, The History of New 
York. As his prominence grew, 
Sinter Klaas was described as 
everything from a “rascal” with 
a blue three-cornered hat, red 
waistcoat, and yellow stockings 
to a man wearing a broad- 
brimmed hat and a “huge pair of 
Flemish trunk hose.” 

Shopping Mall Santas 

Gift-giving, mainly centered 
around children, has been an 
important part of the Christmas 
celebration since the holiday’s 
rejuvenation in the early 19th 
century. Stores began to advertise 
Christmas shopping in 1820, 
and by the 1840s, newspapers 
were creating separate sections 
for holiday advertisements, 
which often featured images of 
the newly-popular Santa Claus. 
In 1841, thousands of children 
visited a Philadelphia shop 
to see a life-size Santa Claus 
model. It was only a matter 
of time before stores began 
to attract children, and 
their parents, with the 
lure of a peek at a 
“live” Santa Claus. 

In the early 1890s 
the Salvation Arm 
needed money to 
pay for the frees, 

Christmas meals they ^ " 
provided to needy 
families. They began dressing 
up unemployed men in Santa 
Claus suits and sending them 
into the streets of New York to 
solicit donations. Those familiar 
Salvation Army Santas have 
been ringing bells on the street 
corners of American cities ever 
since. 

‘Twas the Night Before 
Christmas 

In 1822, Clement Clarke 
Moore, an Episcopal minister, 
wrote a long Christmas poem 
for his three daughters entitled 
“An Account of a Visit from 
St. Nicholas.” Moore’s poem, 
which he was initially hesitant 
to publish due to the frivolous 
nature of its subject, is largely 
responsible for our modern 
image of Santa Claus as a “right 



jolly old elf’ with a portly figure 
and the supernatural ability to 
ascend a chimney with a mere 
nod of his head! Although 
some of Moore’s imagery 
was probably borrowed from 
other sources, his poem helped 
popularize the now-familiar 
image of a Santa Claus who 
flew from house to house on 
Christmas Eve-in “a miniature 
sleigh” led by eight flying 
reindeer-leaving presents for 
deserving children. “An Account 
of a Visit from St. Nicholas” 
created a new and immediately 
popular American icon. In 1881, 
political cartoonist Thomas 
Nast drew on Moore’s poem 
to create the first likeness that 
matches our modern image of 
Santa Claus. His cartoon, which 
appeared in Harper’s Weekly, 
depicted Santa as a rotund, 
cheerful man with a full, white 
beard, holding a sack laden with 
toys for lucky children. It is 
Nast who gave Santa his bright 
red suit trimmed with white 
fur, North Pole workshop, 
elves, and his wife, Mrs. 
Claus. 

A Santa by Any Other 
Name 

1 8th-century 
America’s Santa Claus 
as not the only St. 
icholas-inspired 
gift-giver to make 
an appearance at 
Christmastime. 
Similar figures were 
popular all over the world. 
Christkind or Kris Kringle was 
believed to deliver presents to 
well-behaved Swiss and German 
children. Meaning “Christ 
child,” Christkind is an angel¬ 
like figure often accompanied 
by St. Nicholas on his holiday 
missions. In Scandinavia, a jolly 
elf named Jultomten was thought 
to deliver gifts in a sleigh drawn 
by goats. English legend explains 
that Father Christmas visits each 
home on Christmas Eve to fill 
children’s stockings with holiday 
treats. Pere Noel is responsible 
for filling the shoes of French 
children. In Russia, it is believed 
that an elderly woman named 
Babouschka purposely gave the 
wise men wrong directions to 


Bethlehem so that they couldn’t 
find Jesus. Later, she felt 
remorseful, but could not find the 
men to undo the damage. To this 
day, on January 5, Babouschka 
visits Russian children leaving 
gifts at their bedsides in the 
hope that one of them is the 
baby Jesus and she will be 
forgiven. In Italy, a similar story 
exists about a woman called La 
Befana, a kindly witch who rides 
a broomstick down the chimneys 
of Italian homes to deliver toys 
into the stockings of lucky 
children. 

The Ninth Reindeer 

Rudolph, “the most famous 
reindeer of all,” was born over 
a hundred years after his eight 
flying counterparts. The red¬ 
nosed wonder was the creation 
of Robert L. May, a copywriter 
at the Montgomery Ward 
department store. 

In 1939, May wrote a 
Christmas-themed story-poem 
to help bring holiday traffic into 
his store. Using a similar rhyme 
pattern to Moore’s “’Twas the 
Night Before Christmas,” May 
told the story of Rudolph, a 
young reindeer who was teased 
by the other deer because of his 
large, glowing, red nose. But, 
When Christmas Eve turned 
foggy and Santa worried that he 
wouldn’t be able to deliver gifts 
that night, the former outcast 
saved Christmas by leading the 
sleigh by the light of his red 
nose. Rudolph’s message—that 
given the opportunity, a liability 
can be turned into an asset— 
proved popular. Montgomery 
Ward sold almost two and a half 
million copies of the story in 
1939. When it was reissued in 
1946, the book sold over three 
and half million copies. Several 
years later, one of May’s 
friends, Johnny Marks, wrote a 
short song based on Rudolph’s 
story (1949). It was recorded by 
Gene Autry and sold over two 
million copies. Since then, the 
story has been translated into 25 
languages and been made into 
a television movie, narrated by 
Burl Ives, which has charmed 
audiences every year since 
1964

it was a crude stable, the only 
place there was room for 
Him.

Why Was Your Credit Card Transaction 
Denied?

We’ve all had these 
moments: You’re at a romantic 
restaurant and the evening 
went great. But just as you and 
your date are readying to leave, 
an embarrassed waiter appears 
and whispers, “I’m afraid your 
card has been denied.” So 
much for romance. 

The same thing can happen 
at the grocery store, when 
shopping online or worst of 
all, when you’re traveling and 
don’t have a back-up means of 
payment. Why do credit card 
transactions get denied and 
what can you do to prevent it? 

Banks and other credit 
card issuers have developed 
complex algorithms that 
track credit card behavior 
and highlight unusual usage 
patterns commonly associated 
with card theft or fraud. 

“Unusual activities” that 
jump out to card issuers 
include: 

When you ordinarily use 
your card only rarely, but 
suddenly make several charges 
in one day. 

Making multiple purchases 
at the same store (or website) 
within a few minutes of each 
other. 

An unusually large purchase 
- say for a major appliance, 
furniture or jewelry. Alert your 
card issuer before making 
large purchases. 

One small purchase quickly 
followed by larger ones. 
Thieves will test the waters 
to see if a small purchase 


is denied; if it’s not, they’ll 
quickly run up major charges. 

Exceeding daily spending 
limits. Some cards limit how 
much you can charge per day, 
even if you have sufficient 
remaining credit. 

Making large purchases 
outside your geographic area. 

Multiple out-of-town 

purchases in short succession. 
(Always tell your card issuer 
when you’ll be traveling.) 

International purchases, 
whether online or while 
traveling. In fact, some card 
issuers automatically decline 
international transactions 
because of the high potential 
for fraud, so learn your issuer’s 
policy before attempting one. 
Other common triggers for 
credit card denials include: 

Outdated or incorrect 
personal information - for 
example, when you’re asked 
to enter your zip code at a gas 
station. Always alert your card 
issuer whenever you move. 

Also, make sure you don’t 
mistype your credit card 
number, expiration date, 
security code, address or other 
identifying information. 

Expired card. Always 
check the card’s expiration 
date. You should receive a 
replacement card several 
weeks beforehand. It’s often 
mailed in a plain envelope, 
so be careful what you toss. 
If the new card doesn’t arrive, 
contact the issuer to ensure it 
hasn’t been stolen. 


You’ve reached your credit 
limit. For the sake of your 
credit score, try to keep your 
overall and individual card 
credit utilization ratios (credit 
available divided by amount 
used) as low as possible - 
ideally below 50, or even 30, 
percent. 

A temporary hold has been 
placed on your card - say for a 
rental car or hotel reservation 
- that puts you over your credit 
limit. Always ask whether 
a hold will be placed, how 
much and for how long, and 
factor that into your remaining 
balance calculations. 

You miss a monthly payment. 
Card issuers may let this slide 
once or twice, depending on 
your history with them, but 
eventually if you don’t make 
at least the minimum payment 
due, your card will probably 
be frozen. 

Theprimary cardholder made 
changes on the account and 
forgot to tell other authorized 
users - for example, reporting 
his or her card stolen, lowering 
credit limits or removing you 
from the account. 

On last thought: If your 
card is denied, don’t shoot 
the messenger - he’s only 
following instructions. 

Rather, call the card issuer 
and find out what happened. 
Embarrassment aside, it’s nice 
to know that someone is trying 
to ensure your card isn’t being 
used fraudulently.

Who’s Afraid of the Alternative 


Minimum Tax?

Year after year, Congress 
keeps kicking meaningful 
income tax reform down the 
road. Consequently, taxpayers 
continue to be stuck with an 
archaic, overly complicated 
mess that pleases no one 

- except perhaps some tax 
accountants who charge by the 
hour. 

A prime example is the 
dreaded alternative minimum 
tax (AMT). Enacted in 1969 
to close loopholes that allowed 
wealthy taxpayers to avoid 
paying income taxes, the AMT 
has been tinkered with so much 
over the years that millions of 
middle-income taxpayers now 
get snared as well. 

Historically, the biggest issue 
has been that while regular 
tax brackets, exemptions and 
standard deductions were 
adjusted annually for inflation, 
those used to calculate the 
AMT were not. Some years, 
Congress approved one¬ 
time “patches” to the AMT 
income exemption amount so 
fewer people had to pay AMT 

- usually at the last minute. 
The Tax Payer Relief Act of 
2012 finally made the inflation 
patch permanent. 

Many people never realize 
they’re subject to the AMT 
until they get a letter from 
the IRS saying they owe 
additional tax - plus interest 
and penalties. So it pays to 
know how the AMT works: 

Each year, taxpayers must 
determine their AMT status. 
The IRS’ AMT Assistant at 
www.irs.gov can help you 
quickly calculate whether 
you’re likely to owe AMT. 
If you’re a likely candidate, 
you must fill out IRS Form 
6251 along with your regular 
tax form. In a nutshell, the 
difference between your 
regular tax calculation and the 
AMT amount gets added to 
your return as additional tax. 

Lower-income taxpayers 
typically escape having to 
pay AMT, but middle-income 
people withlarger-than-average 
deductions or certain other tax 
circumstances sometimes fall 
prey. Here’s why: 


Under the regular tax 
calculation, you subtract 
allowable credits and 
deductions from your gross 
income to determine the 
amount of tax owed. When 
calculating the AMT, however, 
many usual deductions and 
exemptions are adjusted 
downward or completely 
disallowed, resulting in a 
higher taxable income. 

• Deductions that aren’t 
allowed in the AMT calculation 
include: 

• The standard deduction 
(claimed by those who don’t 
itemize deductions). 

• Miscellaneous itemized 
deductions. 

Interestonsecondmortgages; 
however, primary mortgage 
interest can be deducted. 

(Note: The medical/dental 
expense deduction is more 
limited than under regular 
income tax.) 

Other items that may trigger 
the AMT include exercising 
large stock options (unless you 
sell the stock within the same 
year) and large, long-term 
capital gains. Usually no single 
item triggers the AMT, but the 
right combination of factors 
often will - for example, if 
you pay high state and local 
taxes, 10.5 

are: 

$51,900 for single and head 
of household filers 

$80,800 for married couples 
filing jointly 

$40,400 for married filing 
separately 

After several additional 
calculations, you finally arrive 
at how much, if any, AMT 
you owe. Many of people 
hire a tax professional to 
help. Alternatively, most tax- 
preparation software will also 
calculate AMT. Just make sure 
that if you had an AMT capital 
loss in a previous year’s return 
that you carry the loss forward 
for this year’s calculation 
to offset any capital gains 
subject to AMT - the software 
may not know to do that if it 
doesn’t have access to previous 
returns.

Teacher evaluations, funding need 
explained at state board meeting

Blankenship pointed out that 
the more highly rated a teacher 
is, the more he or she directs 
his or her own professional 
growth. 

“But if there are problems 
identified either through the 
ratings on the framework 
or through their growth, 
then their plan becomes 
progressively more directed by 
the administration, and also the 
time gets more compressed,” 
she said. “So the teachers who 
appear to have the most issues 
have less time to improve and 
more direction as opposed to 
self-directing and having a 
longer timeframe.” 

Smith said the system is 
intended to identify teachers 
who need more support and get 
them that support. 

“It is an aggressive model,” 
she said. 

PGES IN SUMMARY 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education is in the third year 
of a four-year plan to develop 
the Professional Growth and 
Effectiveness System (PGES). 
Schools from every district 
are piloting the new system 
in the 2013-14 school year. 
Next year, the PGES will be 
implemented statewide without 
consequences. In 2015-16, 
the results will count as 10 
percent of a school’s and 
district’s score in the Unbridled 
Learning: College and Career 
Ready for All accountability 
system. The proposed system 
will help define effective 
teaching and leadership in 
Kentucky, and provide support, 
assistance and resources to help 
all educators reach that goal. 
The Kentucky Framework for 
Teaching is the basis of the 
teacher PGES. There are four 
domains within the framework: 
planning and preparation, 
classroom environment, 

instruction and professional 
responsibilities. Within each 
domain there are individual 
components and elements. 
One of the fundamental 
principles of the PGES is that 
teacher effectiveness cannot 
be measured by using a single 
piece of data or at a single 
point in time. Instead, the 
proposed system will rely on 
multiple measures. For teachers 
those measures are professional 
growth and self-reflection, 
observations, student voice, 
and student growth. Feedback 
from the PGES will provide 
educators with targeted areas 
for growth and opportunities 
for individualized professional 
learning to meet their specific 
needs. A similar system is 
being developed for principals 
and superintendents.

Teachers would be evaluated

The presentation was 
the board’s first look at the 
proposed summative model for 
the PGES, a statewide system 
for teachers that is designed 
to be fair and equitable and 
uses multiple measures of 
effectiveness - student growth,

professional growth and self¬ 
reflection, observation, and 
student voice - to help teachers 
identify their strengths and areas 
of need, and to provide them 
with resources for continuous 
improvement. Last year more 
than 50 districts participated in 
a field test of the system, and 
this year teachers from every 
district are participating in a 
statewide pilot. 

Associate Commissioner 
Felicia Cumings Smith and Mary 
Ann Blankenship, executive 
director of the Kentucky 
Education Association and 
member of the teacher PGES 
steering committee, explained 
the two parts of the plan and 
how their relationship will 
affect personnel decisions for 
teachers. 

The first is a performance 
rating of ineffective, 
developing, accomplished or 
exemplary in four domains 
- Planning and Preparation, 
Classroom Environment, 

Instruction and Professional 
Responsibilities - based on the 
multiple measures and other 
district-determined factors. 

The second is student growth 
based on student growth 
percentiles from the K-PREP 
(Kentucky Performance Rating 
for Educational Progress) 
tests and student growth goals 
established at the local level. 
Growth will be rated as high, 
moderate or low. 

“So based on overall 
performance category and how 
growth is determined given 
particular cut points decisions 
will be made at the local level 
based on the matrix on next 
steps for the teacher on his or 
her growth-planning process,” 
Smith said. 

How a teacher rates in each of 
the two areas will determine his 
or her improvement plan, how 
long it will run and whether it 
will be a reviewer-directed or 


self-directed plan. The options 
are: 

Low growth and ineffective 
rating: up to a 12-month 
improvement plan with goals 
determined by an evaluator, 
focus on low-performance 
areas and another summative 
evaluation at the end of the plan 

Low growth and developing 
rating: a one-year directed 
plan with goals and activities 
determined by the evaluator 
with input from the teacher, 
goals that focus on the low 
performance/outcome areas, a 
formative review annually and 
a summative review at the end 
of the plan 

Low growth and 
accomplished or exemplary 
rating: a two-year self-directed 
plan with goals set by the 
teacher with evaluator input, 
one goal must focus on the low 
outcome area and an annual 
formative review 

Expected or high growth and 
an ineffective rating: a one- 
year directed plan with goals 
determined by the evaluator 
and activities determined by 
the evaluator with input from 
the teacher, goals that focus on 
the low performance/outcome 
areas, a formative review 
annually, and a summative 
review at the end of the plan 

Expected or high growth and 
a developing rating: a two-year 
self-directed plan with goals 
and activities set by the teacher 
with evaluator input, goals must 
focus on the low performance/ 
outcome area and an annual 
formative review 

Expected or high growth and 
an exemplary rating: a three- 
year self-directed plan with 
goals set by the teacher with 
evaluator approval, activities 
are directed by the teacher and 
implemented with colleagues, 
an annual formative review and 
a summative review at the end 
of the third year

Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources invites 
visitors to explore its newly- 
redesigned website at fw.kv.gov . 

The website features new 
applications that enhance 
navigation and functionality 
without sacrificing any of the 
valuable information users of 
the site have grown accustomed 
to having at their fingertips. 

“We strived to create a 
more focused site that would 
be user-friendly and would 
allow hunters and anglers to 
find the information they were 
looking for quickly,” said 
Donna Covington, information 
technology systems consultant 


with the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“We developed it using a 
responsive web design so that 
no matter what platform they 
were viewing it on, whether it 
be a desktop computer, laptop, 
tablet or smartphone, it would 
be easy to read and navigate.” 

For the first time, visitors 
to the department’s website 
have the ability to access their 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
transactions, including license 
and permit history and 
telecheck information, through 
the “Find My Information” 
page. The database goes back 
to 1996. 

Looking to get in touch 
with a conservation officer, 


conservation education program 
leader, fisheries biologist or 
wildlife biologist in a specific 
county? That information is 
just a few clicks away using 
the “Find Mv Countv Contact” 
feature. Search results are 
sorted by type and include the 
name, phone number and email 
address for each county contact. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
staff partnered with contractor 
Kentucky Interactive to develop 
the new site, which is best 
viewed using the latest versions 
of web browsers like Internet 
Explorer, Google Chrome, 
Mozilla Firefox and Safari. 
The department’s website 
has logged approximately 18 
million web hits this year, 


Covington said. 

As major search engines like 
Google, Bing and Yahoo index 
pages from the new website in 
the coming weeks, the search 
function will become fully 
functional. Bookmarks to pages 
on the previous website no 
longer will work. 

Improvements to the new 
website will be ongoing, 
Covington said. Plans include 
the development of a more 
substantial online presence 
for public hunting areas by 
merging wildlife management 
information with public hunting 
information, giving visitors the 
ability to view that information 
in one place.
